Ques- 
tions of property rafsed by the issues 
over contraband as between the United 
States and Great Britain require more 
time to collect data and no lives are 
endangered by delays 

Secretary Bryan said today that “no 
immediate answer’ was expected from 
Germany to the recent American note. 

The German government is occupied 
just now with the Austro-Italian crisis, 
and at best its reply will require sev- 
eral days of preparation. 

Misapprehension Cleared, 

Government officials today cleared 
up a misapprehension that has existed 
in many quarters as to the extent to 
which the American note insists upon 
a restriction of the activities of the 
German submarines The idea that a 
complete abandonment of the subma- 
rine as a commerce destrover is asked 
for, is incorrect, {t was stated. The 
United States pointed out its objections 
generally to the present method of 
conducting submarine warfare and the 
difficulties of exercising visit and 
search, but officials explain that the 
legal rights of the United States only 
extend to the safety of Americans on 
board belligerent ships. Should Ger- 
many return to the practice of tor- 
pedoing merchantmen after giving them 
warning and time to save all members 
of the crew, ground for objection here, 
it is admitted, would be for the most 
part removed. Prior to the drowning 
of Leon C. Thresher when the Rrit- 
ish steamer Falaba was torpedoed on 
March 28, no American lives were lost 
and the German submarine command- 
ers sank scores of ships. 

Germany Still Using Submarines, 

Reports that Germany had decided 
to suspend submarine attacks on mer- 
chantmen were not confirmed today at 
either the German or Austrian em- 
bassies or the state department. To- 
day two British ships were torpedoed. 

In anticipation of the report that 
Germany would point to the carrying 
of arms and ammunition aboard the 
l,usitania as a violation of American 
statutes, it was learned today, offt- 
cials of the state department consulted 
the department of commerce before the 
American note of May 13 was complet- 
ed.

BATTLE RAGES 
ON LONG FRONT. 


Petrograd. May 19.—(Via London.)— 
Fighting continues without intermis- 
sion along a 200-mile battle front in 
Galicia. from the mouth of the San to 
Kolomea. The Russians are sending 
in troops as rapidly as possible to meet 
the ten German and twenty-four Aus- 
trian corps (about 1,360,000 men) said 
to be operating there. 

Operations along the San may be 
considered as in three sections: The 
first, from Przemysl south to the Car- 
pathian foothills; second, from Przem- 
ysl north to the mouth of the Wisloka; 
third, from the Wisloka to Sandomir, 
in Russian Poland, 57 miles southeast 
of Radome. 

In the first section the German ad- 
vance has not developed beyond the 
stage of patrols and scouting parties. 
In the second section there are large 
opposing forces, which are prevented 
from engaging in hand-to-hand en- 
counters by the wide sweep of the San, 
over which sharp artillery duels are oc- 
curring. The heaviest German forces 
evidently have been concentrated in 
the third section, in. an attempt to 
reach the right bank of the San. Such 
a move is considered extremely hazgard- 
ous by Russian critics, as long as the 
Russians control the three most im- 
portant -fortifications and _ bridges 
across the San, at Przemysl, Jaroslau 
and Sioniawa, enabling them to throw 
troops across to the left bank for cut- 
ting off advancing Germans. 

On the other side of the Vistula, con- 
siderable military activity is reported 
in the districts of Kielce and Radome. 
The Germans are trying to establish a 
connection between this movement and 
the Galician advance. 


NOTHING DECISIVE 
WON BY TEUTONS. 


London, May 19.—‘“As the result of 
the latest German tactics,”’ says a dis- 
patch to The Mail from Petrograd, “all 
that had been accomplished by the Rus- 
sians in the Carpathians has been un- 
done and months have been added to 
the duration of the war. 

“If the German plans had succeeded 
completely, if General Linsingen’s army 
had been as fortunate as General von 
Mackensen’s, if the Austrians in Buko- 
wina had been triumphant, if the Baltic 
invasion had resulted in the capture of 
Rigna, the blow would have been ter- 
rific.

beneficiary. 

In the meantime, until the mayor does 
change his attitude, his practical decapita- 
tion by council is assured—and council can 
not be blamed for its position. It had no 
other self-respecting course.
